WILL RECEIVE AN 


INCREASE IN PAY 


TTDI Cost the State SIO to $SO per 


Month for Each Teacher, or a 


Total of $10^00,000. 


HAKR1SBITRG. Jane 27—An appro- 


priation of JIO^OO.MO as the state's 
share toward the increase ot teachers' 
salaries was carried by the Woodruff 
bill -which passed the House and Sen- 
ate before adjournment yesterday. 


The amended bill provides, for a 


wage base of $60, - ?70 and $80 per 
moath, as compared to the old stand- 
ard of $45, $56 and $60: The minimum 
wage is for teachers holding provi- 
sional certificates, the second for 
teachers with normal school certifi- 
cates and the highest for teachers with 
permanent certificates. . 


The state pays $12.50 per month to- 


ward the salary of the teachers hold- 
ing professional certificates, and $20 
per month toward the salary of per- 
manent, certificate holders in aU of 
the districts except Philadelphia and 
Pittsburg. All teachers in tho rural 
schools holding better than a provi- 
sional certificate, 
receive $10 per 


month by the state; This is in add-ir 
tton .to the minimum salary the state 
must pa.y under the regular schedule. 


Teachers in all classes of districts 


receiving less than $300 a month are 
assured an increase of 25 per c«nt: 
those receiYing more than 5100 and 
less than $360, are assured an in- 
crease of 20 per cent; those receivine 
between $150 and $200 are assured an 
increase of 35 per cent, and those re- 
ceiving more than $200, an Increase 
of $10.

COULDN'T LAND SO QUICKLY 


Getting 337,000 Men Over In 16 Dayi 


Impossible, as Shown by Our Own 
Experiment, Declares Gen. Peyton C. 
March, Chief of Staff—Shows How 
Lacking We Were In Knowledge of 
Shipping Large Arrnle*. 


The experiences of the . tTnltefl 


States in rushing tro&ps overseas has 
3iade it evident that estimates given 
fiy the war department In 1915 that. 
Germany, if not interfered -with, could 
land 387,000 men in America in IS 
days and 440.000 men in 31 days more 
were gross exaggerations, Gen. Feyton 
C. March, chief. of staff, said. The 
war department estimate was submit- 
ted by the .war college to congress in 
the year mentioned. .
